Background: 

Roderic Hollett Davison, a GW professor emeritus of history 
before his March 23, 1996 death, began his teaching career at GW in 
1947. He retired from the full-time faculty in 1986 but continued to 
teach at the University until 1993. Davison received an honorary 
doctorate in humane letters from GW in 1994. Davison also taught at 
Princeton, Johns Hopkins and Harvard Universities. A member of the 
Washington Friends Meeting, Davison frequently led the singing and 
played his accordion for their Alzheimer's Club. In addition to his 
scholarly accomplishments, Davison is remembered by his colleagues 
for his finesse as a facilitator and peacemaker. Davison received his 
bachelor's and master's degrees from Princeton University and his 
Ph.D. from Harvard University.

Founder and past president of both the Middle East Studies 
Association and the Turkish Studies Association, Davison concentrated 
his work on the Ottoman Empire in modern times and on teaching and 
writing on Middle Eastern and diplomatic history.

WETA FOUNDER ELIZABETH P. CAMPBELL TO RECEIVE HONORARY 
DEGREE AT GW COMMENCEMENT MAY 18 


WASHINGTON -- The George Washington University has 
announced that it will present Elizabeth P. Campbell, founder and 
vice president for community affairs at The Greater Washington 
Educational Telecommunications Association, Inc. (WETA) with an 
honorary doctorate in public service at its commencement on 
Sunday, May 18, 1997. 

"Elizabeth Campbell is a treasured Washington institution," 
said GW President Stephen Joel Trachtenberg. "Not only has she 
given tirelessly to this community for nearly 50 years, but to 
each community in which she has lived. She is a dynamic example 
of what lifelong learning is all about and we are very pleased to 
honor her at this year's commencement." 

Elizabeth Pfohl Campbell founded WETA in 1957 and served as 
president for its first 14 years. In 1971, at an age when many 
working people think about retiring or have already done so, she 
stepped down from the presidency to become the station's vice 
president for community affairs. She holds the position today. 

A native of North Carolina, Campbell graduated from Salem 
College and earned a master's degree at Columbia University. She 
returned to Winston-Salem to teach at the college level following 
graduation. In 1929, she became dean of Mary Baldwin College in 
Staunton, Virginia, where she served until her marriage in 1936. 

As the mother of four children, Campbell became interested 
in issues within her local schools. Activism led her to a seat on 
Arlington's first elected School Board, serving for 12 years and 
becoming the first women to be elected to a school board in 
Virginia. During this period, Campbell joined her husband, Edmund 
(a prominent Washington attorney), in his successful fight for 
true desegregation of Virginia's public schools. 
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In the early 50's, she began to dream of the opportunities 
that the new medium of television afforded to teachers and 
students. She saw a way to use the new medium as an educational 
tool. It took five years to explain and illustrate her vision 
before WETA went on the air. Her long-time belief in WETA's 
mandate to provide programming to the nation and to serve the 
local community motivates her service on committees and boards 
within public broadcasting and beyond. That service has accorded 
her many honors: Washingtonian of the Year in 1978; a citation 
from the Commonwealth of Virginia Assembly in 1989; and public 
television's prestigious Ralph Lowell Award.

Background: 

Classical mythology, 17th-century Indian painting and the 
Symbolist movement are among the many inspirations for the work 
featured in two consecutive exhibitions at GW's Dimock Gallery. 
"M.F.A. Spring Thesis Candidate Shows: Groups I and II" celebrate the 
artwork of Master of Fine Arts degree candidates and recent graduates 
from the Department of Art in a variety of media, including ceramics, 
design, painting, pastel, printmaking, sculpture and visual 
communications. 

Group I artists include Amy Balent, Hedy Buzan, Kathleen 
Carlson, Jan Clayton-Minor, Alison Jones, Faramarz "BJ" Mofid and 
Lorraine Summers. Group II artists include Mason Carl, Sally Molenda, 
Thomas Rosenquist, Colleen A. Schneider, Louise Sennesh, Chandra 
Townsend and Cristina Villalobos. 
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Four painters and one pastel artist strongly represent the broad 
range of work currently being produced in the department of art's 
painting program. Balent and Rosenquist offer complex abstract 
compositions where formal aesthetic issues find resolution. The 
figurative work of Jones and Sennesh explores the challenges of 
symbol and color. In contrast, Clayton-Minor's mysterious landscapes 
are done in pastel on canvas and have a unique tonal subtlety. 

Mofid, a sculptor, works with welded steel rods which 
effectively delineate the monumental flowing shapes inspired by 
stalactites and stalagmites. Summers, a printmaker, is inspired by 
the natural world; rich textural surfaces suggesting fossilized forms 
are achieved by layering different printmaking techniques. 

A ceramic artist, Schneider presents a series of "commemorative 
vessels," embellished with sculptural surface detail and unique glaze 
effects. Carlson's work in porcelain explores feminine imagery in 
classical mythology and how these themes still resonate in today's 
society. 

Experimentation with typography is the foundation for the work 
of visual communications artists Carl and Villalobos. Carl transforms 
the two-dimensional structure of the alphabet into large, three- 
dimensional, abstract formations of poetic design. Villalobos' hand¬ 
made books include computer-manipulated photographic images which 
complement poetic text, communicating a sense of feeling and mood. 
Visual communications artist Townsend has created a promotional 
advertising package for a local sports association including a 
variety of logo designs. 

Buzan's central thesis drawing appropriates design devices she 
found common to a mid-17th century Indian painting and an eighth- 
century Huari mosaic mirror. Molenda approached the issue of design 
by analyzing traditional book forms and materials in terms of 
sculptural design.

HOLISTIC APPROACH TO QUALITY IMPROVEMENT IN HIGHER EDUCATION 

IS TOPIC OF NEW GW REPORT 

Washington -- A new report published by the Educational 
Resources Information Center (ERIC) Clearinghouse on Higher 
Education at The George Washington University reviews principles 
which improve quality in higher education institutions. The 
report, "A Culture for Academic Excellence: Implementing the 
Quality Principles in Higher Education, " specifically deals with 
the conceptual framework of the quality principles, its effect, 
and its use holistically. 

In the context of higher education, striving for high 
quality is not a new concept. Institutions have always held 
academic excellence and high quality as the highest goals. 
Achieving these goals was easier in a time of abundant resources 
and favorable demographics. However, the environment has changed. 
Institutions are facing decreasing enrollments and revenues, 
while costs and competition for students are increasing. The 
study provides solutions to these problems. 

The authors, Jann E. Freed, Ph.D., associate professor of 
management at Central College; Marie R. Klugman, Ph.D., associate 
professor of statistics at Drake University; and Jonathan D. 

Fife, Ed.D., professor of higher education administration at The 
George Washington University, agree that individually the 
principles discussed in the report are not new or unique, but 
when implemented as a total system, will create a culture of 
academic excellence in higher education institutions. The authors 
define the quality principles as a personal philosophy and an 
organizational culture which utilize scientific measurement 
outcomes, systematic management techniques and collaboration to 
achieve the mission of the institution. 

"A Culture for Academic Excellence: Implementing the Quality 
Principles in Higher Education," is Vol. 25, No. 1 of the Higher
